DR. BLACKBURN. . 
THE INTEKESTING VIBWS OF THIS NOBLE MINIS- 
TER OF MERCY. 
Special Dispatch to {pe Tribune, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 20.—Dr. Luke P. 
Blackburn says that the pellow fever is dis- 
tinctly traced to the steamer Russia, which 
came into New Orleans from Mavana on the 8th 
of June with 1,000 boxes of sugar. The disease 
had spread from this source. It has been car- 
ried to Memphis, Grenada, and Brownsville, 
and did not originate at any of these places. 
Tue fever at Hickman, Ky., was directly trace- 
able to two apple-bova, Wao went on an in- 
fected steamer and were taken with the black 
vomit. The two men whe nursed them died 
with it. Their house adjeinmed that of the 
Millet family. which was decimated, and so it 
continued to spread, like am@ll-pox. 

AT DID NOT ORIGINATE ABB BATTANOOGA. 

A woman from Memphis died from it near 
Father’s House,on the highest elevation in Chat- 
tanooga, and infected that neighborhood. The 
barber’s wife who washed the womau's clothing 
in another part of the town died of it there, and 
infected that portion. The disease would find 
rapid increase, and Chatianooga would suffer 
the disasters characteristic of Hickman, 
Memphis, and Grenada. The whites would die 
first, next the doctors, and then it would sweep 
the negroes. The theory of elevations and 
malaria had been completely dispelled. There 
was but one way to keep yellow fever out of 
this country, and that througb the passage of a 
law by Congress establishing and enforcing the 
most rigid quarantine on the Gulf and Atlantic 
coasts. 

UNION CITY, TENN., HAD DEMONSTRATED 
the utility of a rigid quarabtine. It was be 
tween Hickman and Martius, and surroundedjby 
swamps. It had enforced the most strict quar- 
antine, and no case had ever appeured there. 
Two of ber citizens had Zone out and succored 
and buried a tramp, and tlley were now under 
pay of $3 a day from the towu to keep away 
until frost. Dr. Blackburn leaves to-morrow 
morning for Louisville, where he is to be ten- 
dered a pubiic reception. 

MEMPHIS. 
A LESS HORRIBLE PROSPECT.

Mempnuis, Tenn., Sept. 29.—The deaths to-day 
are stated at thirty-two, tem of which were 
colored. Dr. Tuerk, of Cinctunati, is the most 
prominent amoung the dead, aud ex-Sheriff 
Doyle among the pew cases.

INTO THAT CITY.

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 2%.—The New 
Orleans authorities, medical and municipal, 
claim that they are entirely unable to trace the 
origiv of the present vellow-fever epidemic in 
that city. It is possible that Col. Robb, of Chi- 
cago, can give them the true explanation of the 
mystery.

Upon arriving at tue wharf at New Orleans, 
the sick patients disappeared, almost unobserved 
by the other passengers. it was subsequently 
learned that they were taken to the quarter of 
New Orleans known as the French municipality, 
and that one of them died soon after. They 
were French persons, and found refuge at the 
house of French friends or relatives. The history 
of the New Orleans epidemic shows that the 
first deaths from yellow fever occurred in this 
very French municipality, and there is no doubt 
that the persons who died were those who were 
brought up in this reckless manner upon the 
river-steamer upon which Col. Robb was a 
passenger. Col. Robb, who knew the Mayor of 
New Ori immediately sent for him to call 
upon bim at his hotel that evening. The official 
did 80, and, adyised = of 
the fect, gave the eustomary Spanish 
shrug of ina rility, and declared that he 
was bowerless to du anything. He would, how- 
ever, call the Common Council together the 
next morning, and present the case to them. 
This was done; but it does not appear that the 
subject was brought to the attention of the 
State authorities, who have control of the quar- 
antine, or that anything whatever was done to 
prevent the spread ol the contagion. 

From this statement it would appear that the 
theory that yeliow-fever is not endemic in this 
country, aud that it can only be brought by 
ships coming from infected places, is fully sus 
tained. Unless the New Orleans authorities 
can find earlier cases of the fever than those 
which come within the personal observation of 
Col. Rubb, there can be no doubt that the origin 
of the fever must be ascribed to the unimpeded 
entry of vellow- fever patients from this infect- 
ed vessel into New Orleaus early in the summer.

DR. KI “KIBBE. 
DEaD ON THE FIELD OF HONOR. 
New York Sun, Sept. 28. 

The following item appeared in the Sun of 
the 7th inst.: 

— G. W. Kibbe. whose fever cot is in use ia 

eraLor our New York hospitals, left here yes- 
— fer New Orleans to aid in figiting the yel- 
low fever. 

About 12 o’clock on the night before Dr. 
Kibbe’s departure he visited the editorial rooms 
of the Sum, aud presented to a member of the 
Sun' staff a note of introduction from a mutual 
frien? in North Carolina. He said that he had 
recently come from that State, where he had 
been living for some time, but that bis regular 
residence was in the City of New York, and 
that he would leave next day ior New Orleans 
to take part in the struggie against the yellow 
fever. Ille was a grave and diguilied geutleman 
of middie age, highly intelligent, and evidently 
well-skilled in his profession. His visit to the 
Sun was at a moment when the e 
tablishment was in the heighth of activity, 
und when the whirl of news from all parts 
of the world kept us all busy, and his stay was 
short. He said that, as a pbysiciany he feit 
positive assurance that he possessed a — 
remedy for the yeilow fever, aud 
show its power in the ww, ge its ravage 
were then so alarming. cei ravages 
method of cure that he said he bad ol — using 
for many years iu his — aud invanabiy 
with success, and held firmly that there was no 
doubt whatever of its efficacy in New Orleans. 

Whep complimented on the courage and bevefl- 
cence he dismayed in assuming such a risk, 
he replied empnatically that courage was not 
required, as there was no risk. Weill, Doctor, 
there is certainly risk of your getting yellow 
lever. There may be of that,“ was an- 
swer,” but my method is socertain that I would 
as soon have it as not, and i am perfectly will- 
ing to have it tested upon myself at anv mo- 
meat or under any circumstances, m New Or- 
leans or anywhere else.“ That is very ue, 
Doctor, and I hope your vaticinations u nest 
prove unfounded.” 

Dr. Kibbe reverted to his methoa of treat- 
* by the fever cot. showed bv gestures how 

applied the water to sufferers, avd explained 
. bis method was in no way whatever cou- 
pected with the hydropathic theory of medicine ; 
be was a regular practitioner of the allopathic 
school, and seemed slwhtly anvoved that it 
should be supposed that his treatmeut was out- 
side the inethods of the legifiefate faculty. 

After some further good natured argument. 
if so it may be called, sonicthing iu the nature 
of a waruing or expostalation Was again ad- 
dressed to him; but the Doctor's uuye'lding 
certainty of the results of his method could act 
be shaken.

A decisive victory was on Saturday

Dr. Luxe P. Buacxsurn, who by his 
courage and zeal in the work of extending 
aid to the Southern sufferers has fairly 
earned the right to bd considered a yellow- 
fever authority, pronounces very emphatic- 
ally against the theory of malaria and eleva- 
tions as explanatory of the appearance of 
the scourge. He believes that the disease 
invariably has its starting-point in infection, 
and that it can be with certainty fought off 
by means of rigid quarantine observances. 
His investigations have convinced him that 
the fever was brought to New Orleans on the 
8th of June by the steamer Russia from 
Havana; that it was subsequently carried 
to, and did not originate in, Memphis, Vicks- 
burg, Mfenada, and other places that have 
been devastated. In support of the non- 
malarial theory he cites the experience of 
Union City,.Tenn., in which, though situ- 
ated in the middle of a swamp, and with the 
surrounding country given over to the sway 
of the plague, has by strict quarantine pre- 
vented the occurrence of a single case. A 
similar plan, carried out on an extended scale 
by authority of Congress along the Gulf andy 
Atlantic coasts, Dr. BLacknonx believes, 
would insure.the Southern ports against the 


introduction of yollow fever. 


CARL SCHURZ ON THE CURRENCY. 
We print. in full this morning the speech 
delivered by the Hon. Carn Scuvurz at Cin- 
cinnati on Saturday evening. It is devoted 
entirely to a consideration of the currency 
question, and will be found to be one of the 
most practical, matter-of-fact, common- 
sense, and convineing arguments of all that 
have been made against the fiat craze, and 
in favor of steadfast adherence to the honest 
and reasonable financial policy whi¢h is at 
the very verge of the successful accoinplish- 
ment of its aim and purpose. The défeat of 
that particular phase of money lunacy which 
prevailed in Ohio in 1874 under the auspices 
of Bint ALLEN was largely due to the influ- 
ence Mr. Scuurz exerted in that campaign, 
and there is reason to believe that his reap- 
pearance now with arguments that appeal 
equally to the intelligence and self-interest 
of the people will doa similar service this 
year in exposing and defeating the present 
Ohio idee ” fathered by Fur, Ewixe, and 
THURMAN. 
There is no doubt that the demand for 
more currency and cheaper currency is the 
outgrowth of the panic of 1873 and the sub- 
sequent hard times. The demand is justified 
by those who advocate it on the ground that 
the panic was the result of contraction. Mr. 
Scuvurz briefly states the facts. There was 
contraction between 1865 and 1868, inclu- 
sive, though not to the extent usually set up 
by the Fiatists. Following this era of con- 
traction there were five years of prosperity. 
During these five years—from 1868 to 1873— 
there was a steady inflation of the currency, 
which grew in this time from about 690 mill- 
ions to 750 millions. Then came the crash. 
It is folly to maintain that the panic was due 
to a contraction that had ecefsed five years 
before, and with this long era of expansion 
and prosperity intervening. If the panic 
could be attributed solely to the currency 
movement, then experience would teach 
that the contraction between 1865 and 1868 
prodaced the good times that followed, and 
that the inflation between 1868 and 1873 pro- 
duced the panic and hard times that fol- 
lowed. This theory wonld find addi- 
tional confirmation in the fact that. 
during 1874, the year following the panic, 
the currency was further inflated by more 
than thirty-one millions of dollars without 
furnishing any relief. These facts provide a 
complete answer to the assertion that con- 
traction was the cause of the hard times. 
and that hence the remedy must be sought 
in inflation. 

Of course, the panic was not due to the 
condition of the currency, thongh its irre- 
deemable quality and consequent fluctuation 
was an incidental injury. The panic was a 
general cqjlapse that extended over the Conti- 
nent of. Europeas well as this continent, and it 
was a product of wars, destruction of wealth. 
excessive enterprise, unproductive invest- 
ments, general extravagance, speculative 
habits, discounting the future, ete., etc. 
With us a depreciated currency contributed 
to the general wreck because it had accus- 
tomed us to values that were even more 
fictitious than extravagance and speculation 
alone would have made them. When the 
smash-up came, it was necessary to 
begin the work of repair. We tried 
the experiment of plastering with paper, 
but it Only made matters worse. We then 
proceeded ine sensible way to curtail ex- 
penses, live within our means, produce 
wealth, and manufacture on a basis to com- 
pete for the trade of the world. After five 
years of this work of recuperation, new 
health appears, and new prosperity smiles 
upon us. All signs point to this turn of 
affairs, and now it is a question how we shall 
assure a reasonable duration of the new life.’ 

Mr. Scuunz announces three essentials of 
healthy development. They are: (1) Strong 
national and individual credit ; (2) a sound 
currency; and (3) a safe and reliable bank- 
ing system. The remainder of his speech is 
devoted to a demonstration of the necessity 
for maintaining these conditions as the only 
solid foundation of national prosperity. 

1. All classes who have joined in the cry 
for inflation, whether by increasing the 
greenbacks or issuing fiat scrip, have united 
in attacking the Government bonds. Some 
of them boldly proclaim the purpose of pay- 
ing these bonds off in irredeemable scrip; 
others are in favor of debasing their present 
value by taxation; all claim a right to repu- 
diate the obligation in part on the ground 
that the bonds were not paid for in money 
equal at that time to the present value of 
money. They ignore the risk which the 
original purchasers incurred at the time 
they subscribed for the bonds, and the fact 
that these bonds have almost entirely passed 
out of the hands of the original purchasers. 
They forget that, while Europe once held 
51.000, 000, 000 of our bonds. there are now 


probably not more thau $200,000.060 Lela 


abroad. They do not seem to understand that 
their scheme will swindle the American 
people, since Government securities have 
been largely scattered even among our poorer 
classes, and since every man who is insured 
in life or property, every man who has 4 
deposit in a savings bank, and every’ man 
who has a National-Bank note in his pocket, 
is directly interested iu maintaining the in- 
tegrity of the United States securities, which 
form the basis of the institutions which he 
has trusted. That good credit is profitable 
appears also from the saving this Govern- 
ment has made by reason thereof. The in- 
terest paid by the Government has been 
reduced from 151 millions in 1865 to 944 
millions now, which is precisely equivalent} 
to an annual saving of that amount in taxes, 
The debt has been reduced within the samd 
period from $78.25 per capita to $41.57, and 
the interest from $4.29 to $1.97 per capita. 
Will it not be supreme folly to break down 
the good credit that has brought. all this 
about ? 

2. A sound currency means reliable wages 
and profits; it makes the workingman’s dol- 
lar the equivalent of the bondholder’s dollar. 
A fiat currency is a sort of wris-fatwus of 
shadowy form and indeterminate value. No 
man would have dared to propose such a sys- 
tem before the War. ‘The farmers, me- 
chanics, and workingmen would have been 
the first to resist the swindle. The proposal 
now comes from a diseased imagination, 
which is itself ‘a part of the malady that 
comes from inflation and false values. The 
wealth and resources of the nation” isa 
meaningless phrase when used in connection 
with fiat money, for it is never designed to 
draw upon that wealth or utilize those re- 
sources. The purchasing value of fiat money 
will always depend chiefly upon the amount; 
the less the fiat dollar purchases, the more 
dollars there will be demanded; the more 
dollars that shall be demanded, the smaller 
will become their purchasing value. It is a 
movement in a circle that can have no ter- 
mination except by extermination. There is 
nothing new about it, as Mr. Scuunz shows. 
They had it in China m the Ninth 
Ceptury, in Persia in the Thirteenth 
Century, in France in the Seventeenth 
Century, in the American Colonies first, and 
during the American Revolution afterwards : 
in contemporaneous times, it has been tried 
in Turkey and some of the South American 
States. The result is always and everywhere 
the same. —repudiation and annihilation. 

3. Mr. Scuvrz treats the Ohio idee as a 
mere variation of the fiat craze, ‘which it is. 
To repeal the Resumption act indefinitely, 
substitute greenbacks for the National-Bank 
notes, and then from time to time fix the 
volume of currency by constitutional amend- 
ment or act of Congress, is a scheme for an 
irredeemable scrip, certain to depreciate in 
value, and to stimulate a demand for new is- 
sues as it loses,its purchasing power. To 
adopt this ebhevre would be tantemount to 
starting ont with a fat currency, and it could 
only eventuate in the same repudiation and 
extermination. The Onio idee” also pro- 
poses to do away with what Mr. Scuvrz 
states to be the third essential of, en- 
during prosperity,—a good banking sys- 
tem. ‘The respogsive feature of the free- 
banking law is the only system which can 
gauge the volume of currency fairly and im- 
partially by the demands of trade, and no 
condition which requires two-thirds of Con- 
gress or three-fourths of the States to agree 
upon a change in the amount of currency 
can be so promptly and uniformly in accord 
with the public necessities. The war on the 
National Banks is designed not merely to re- 
tire their notes, but to break down the sys- 
tem, which experience has proved to be the 
safest and most reliable ever instituted iu 
this country, only to experiment with some- 
thing else not so well founded. 

We have given in this article a mere out- 
line of the argument pursued by Mr. Scuvurz, 
and his own more elaborate and mature 
statement of the case should be read by all 
who are in doubt about the currency ques- 
tion. 


MORTGAGES AND FIATS. 

The Philadelphia Aecord says that there 
are 120,000 unsatisfied mortgages in that 
city. An expert inthe real-estate business 
estimates that seven-eighths of the property 
in the city is mortgaged. Philadelphia is be- 
lieved to be the most cautious city of the 
country. The state of affairs which exists 
there is probably better than that of any 
other city in this country. If Philadelphia 
is seven-eighths mortgaged, cities hke New 
York, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Chicago may 
be nine-tenths or eleven-twelfths mortgaged. 
It used to be said that in Philadelphia every- 
body hada home. This isonly true, it ap- 
pears, with the qualification that nearly 
everybody there owes for the home he has. 
This result is partly due to the existence 
of Building and Loan Associations. The 
iiecord estimates that two-thirds. of the 
mortgages are held by such associations. 
Tue people have been encouraged to run in 
debt. From this point of view, there is 
something to be said against the Loan Asso- 
ciations, which, a few years ago, were much 
praised ,by budding political economists. 
But, this’question aside, it is safe to say that 
the other cities of the country are no better 
olf in respect of mortgages than Philadel- 
phin. 

These facts halp to show how great is the 
number of persons owing moncy on mort- 
gages in this country. Personal and unse- 
cured debts have for che most part been 
wiped out by the Bankrupt law; but debts se- 
cured by land could not be disposed of in this 
manner. They have sunk down on the se- 


curity, and hold it fast. In many cases they 


exceed, or nearly equal, the value of the land. 


The interest on the mortgages is more than a 
fair return from the value of the property. 
It is merely a question of time whether the 
property in many cases shall be taken for the 
debts. In many other cases the securing of 
a rent sufficient to pay interest and taxes is 
problematical. If business improves, rents 
may rise; otherwise the property cannot be 
kept for long out of the hands of the money- 
lenders, 

Tho position on the currency question of 
persons who owe heavy mortgages is one of 
the significant signs of the times. Somefew 
of them are patriotic and wise enough to 
rise above selfish considerations. ‘These ad- 
vocate an honest currency, but a large major- 
ity of those hopelessly embarrassed desire 
inflation, and assist the Fiat-money party 
more or Jess openly, perhaps with their in- 
fluence and voices in public, or per- 
haps only with their secret votes. 
These men justify their conduct by 
all sorts of sophistical reasoning. They 
say that the country at large would benefit 
by inflation; that they never received full 
value for the debts which they are now re- 
quired to pay, and that they will be satisfied 
with a temporary inflation, and only a little 
of it. Men who have no debts to pay will 
not be misled by argumentwof this deserip- 
tion. And we desire to show that the debt- 
ors themselves are deluded by false hopes. 
They never cau, as a whole, avoid the pay- 


> 


ment of their debts. The reasons are: 
First, because an inflation of  cur- 
rency involves an expansion of credit. 
Hence, there always must be a credit 
class when contraction comes. Secondly, 
because contraction must come when a cur- 
wency is not on a specie basis. The only 
way to avoid contraction for a time is to 
keep adding to the volume of currency. 
This means indefinite expansion and a final 
crash. Then sudden contraction takes place. 
Thirdly, every debtor gains during the period 
of expansion at the loss of somebody else. 
What is the gain of the debtor class is the 
loss of the whole community. No lasting 
prosperity can rest on such a basis as this. 
Finally, the debtor gains in one direction, 
but loses in every other, by an expansion of 
the currency. Whatever his income is, and 
he must have some income to be worthy of 
relief,—he must lose part of it by an expan- 
sion of the currency. The debtor who advo- 
cates inflation to relieve his own wants is in 
the position of a man who should lay a town 
in which he owned much property in ashes 
to secure his insurance. His loss eventually 
wonld be more than his gain. 

The perverse selfishness of the debtor 
class, or that portion of it which has gone 
into the fiat-money craze, can probably 
never be reasoned away except by hard facts. 
But a bricf consideration of the reasons for 
and against iuflation will enable the honest 
men among them to came to a better conclu- 
sion, Suflicient study of the subject, and 
particularly of the figures in regard to the 
mortgage indebteduess of the United States, 
will show how serious the danger is. If cred- 
its had not been almost infinitely expanded 


no trouble in coming to a sound specie basis. 
The experience of the United States in Prat 
case would have been like the experience of 
France, where there is no vast credit system, 
and consequently no Fiat-mpney party. ‘The 
existence of such a party with us is, indeed, 
only an indication af a previous excessive ex- 
pansion of credits. 


ISN’T THERE A CHANCE FOR A COMPRO- 
MISE? 
Isn't there some way to comproniise with 


these people who want to turn the American 
finances topsy-turvey? ‘‘Are fits to be the 
normal condition of our finances?” is the 
way Mr. Scuunz puts it. They certainly are 
if the fia? craze shall prevail, and there} is 
not one among all the doctors who want to 
throw the finances into fits who can cure the 
fits. Let us see, then, if there isn’t some 
way by which the genuine and selfish /iatists 
can be satisfied without disturbing the re- 
mainder of the community, and without 
throwing the whole system of currency into 
confusion. To this end, it should first bg 
dotermined what classes are interested in the 
fiat scheme. There seems to be just four 
different sets. 

1. The mortgaged classes, who borrowed 
money during the inflated period, or bought 
property at fictitious values and agreed to 
pay for it in the future. This class includes 
a large profortion of the farmers, who put 
mortgages on their farms and spent the 
money in lavish improvements or com- 
paratively luxurious living. It also in- 
cludes the real-estate speculators of the 
cities. ‘Their interest in et money is to 
cheapen money, whereby they may be able 
to get hold of it more easily and pay off 
their mortgages, 

2. The second class is the unemployed, 
partially employed, or unsatisfactorily em- 
ployed workingmen, who have ignorantly 
yielded to the pressure of the mortgaged 
classes. ‘They have been persuaded that 
cheaper money and more of it will furnish 
them with increased employment at better 
wages; hence they are in favor of fiat 
money. But the fact has been concealed 
from them that fut money will lose its pur- 
chasing value as it mcreases in volume suf- 
ficient to promote speculation, and that new 
employment and increase of wages will not 
keep pace with the higher prices they will 
be called. upon to pay for all they consume. 
Hence they will be losers, 


ural-born, reckless, and desperate gamblers, 
who got a taste of speculation during the 
ballooning period which has as strong a hold 
upon them as the opium habit upon its vic- 
tim. They ure in favor of fiat money because 
it will open up a new era for gambling, and 
enable them to bet upon the rise and fall of 
a const#ntly-fluctuating currency. 

4. The fourth class is composed of the 
political adventurers and demagogues who 
ride upon the fiat craze as they would upon 
any other popular @elusion, with the siiigle 
hope of political preferment. ‘They are 
generally men who have lost caste with the 
old political parties, and whese only chance 
for continued political existence must be 
looked for in some new political movement. 

If this classification is comprehensive, 
then all the rest of the people—the great 
bulk of the merchants, large and - small, 
retail and wholesale; the manufacturers; 
the farmers out of debt; the skilled me- 
chanics; the professional men; the salaried 
classes generally—prefer a substantial, 
stable, and uniform currency. Isu't there 
some way of satisfying the fiat shriekers 
without disturbing these other people, who 
must be admitted to have some claims upon 
consideration, and who are generally both 
creditors and debtors? Any change that is 
to be made must be brought about by 
Government fiat. Why not, then, 1s- 
sue the fiat, by act of Congress 
constitutional amendment, that every dollar 
now outstanding shall be two dollars, every 
half-dollar a dollar, every quarter-dollar a 
half-dollar, every two-dollar note a four-dol- 
lar note, every five-dollar note a ten-dollar 
note, and so on? As this is to be the out- 
come of flatism at the last, wouldu't it be 
better for the mass of the people, who 
desire a stable currency, to agree to it from 
the first? Perhaps a fiat of this kind would 
insure comparative stability. Goods could 
be marked up and salaries and wages doubled 
to correspond, so that there would be no 
such disturbance of trade as under a gradual 
“dissolution of the monetary system. The 
mortgaged classes ought to be satisfied by 
thus being enabled to pay 50 cents on the 
dollar to the extent that they have money on 
hand; the dissatisfied workingmau woulden- 
joy the pleasure of drawing double what he 
does now ; the speculator would find his dream 
of high prices realized, and the played-out 
politician would be the only seriously dis- 
appointed individual in the crowd. 

We merely make the suggestion as an 
escape from the greater evil of going 
throagh a long era of fictitious, and decep- 
tive, aud vacillating currency. Perhaps the 
same purpose might be accomplished by 
simply decreeing tbat every dollar outstand- 
ing shall be two dollars for the purpose of 
paying debts contracted prior to, say, Jan. 
1, 1879. This would narrow the swindle 
down to the creditor class alone, and the 
dollars for commercial purposes would per- 
haps retain something like their present 
value. Of course we can’t say just how the

LEGISLATIVE CANDIDATES. 

We had some remarks yesterday on the 
subject of the deep interests which this city 
had in the character of the men who are to 
be elected to the General Assembly. We 
urged that this was a subject in which Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans had a common in- 
terest, There are a number of candidates 
of each party to be elected in this city, and 
Republicans and Democrats have a direct 
interest as citizens in having the county 
represented by men of both parties who will 


_be competent, respectable, and ordinarily 


fitted for the duty of legislators. Even while 
we were writing, the Democratic party 
was holding its Legislative Conventions, 
and, taken as a whole, the nominations 
are of the most objectionable character. We 
do not mean that the persons nominated are 
dishonest, or personally disreputable, but we 
do mean that, with few exceptions, the can- 
didates are wholly unfitted by habits, educa- 
tion, experience, and association for the 
duties of members of the General Assembly, 
and, therefore, by excluding men who would 
be of some service to the city, their election 
will be a positive injury to the public. This 
is to be geriously regretted, The Democratic 
party has an abundance of material from 
which to select able and experienced mem- 
bers of the General Assembly. The General 
Assembly is not a mob; the duties of the 
members are not to conduct a horse-race, a 
dog-fight, a game of ball. or to run a 
free-lunch saloon. To a.competent man the 
duties are arduous, calling for the exer- 
cise of abilities of high order, and a knowl- 
edge of the peculiar financi] and commer- 
¢ial affairs not only of the city, but of the 
State. The Democratic candidates seem to 
have been selected for the purpose of at- 
tending some jollifleation, or contest for the 
championship, or some enterprise or show, 
where the Democratic members were to have 
a good time and be certain to secure their 
share of the ‘‘ gate-money.” In the First 
Senatorial District, which meludes within 
its area more taxable property than is to be 
found in any sx other districts in the State, 
Mr. Moses WentwortTsa is nominated for 
Represeutative, but the other nominations for 
the district are a positive reflection and re- 
proach to the system which renders it possi- 
ble that such men ean be elected. Ia, the 
Second District, where there are at east 
1,000 Democrats who as Represent@tives 
would be creditable to the city and the 
State, the Convention went out of its way 
to nominate a person of a wholly different 
chafacter. 0 

In the Third Distriot Mr. Saerrpan, and in 
the Fifth District Mr. Doxx, were nominated 
as Senators. Both are respectable, educated 
men, Owning property, and somewhat expe- 
rienced in legislation. They are perhaps 
above tne average of their party constiti- 
ents. But, with these exceptions, all the 
other nominations are positively, andy we 
suppose, confessedly, disgraceful not only to 
the districts, to Chicago, and to the State, 
but even to the mob element of the Demo- 
cratic party. It is to-be hoped that nothing 
will tend to elect these men, except the 
nomination of similar incompetent aud-unfit 
candidates by the other party. Against such 
an evil the Republicans should take prompt 
and energetic measures of prevention. In 
the mistakes aud blunders of the Democratic 
Conventions they have an opportunity given 
them of electing Republican Representa- 
tives and Senators in all the districts, aud 
this result can best be secured by nominat- 
ing men who ought to be elected.

Under tue law as it stands the 
Heaith-Officer is permitted to eharge $0.50 for 
boarding every vessel coming from a foreign port 
the year round. Last year there were 6, 281 
foreign arrival Waking his net revenue 
from this source aloge for the „eur 80. 
820. He has in addiiign the ,revenues from 
boarding coastwise vessels, nicht boarding, fu- 
migation, collecting ship news, medicai attend- 
auce, transporting patients to nospital, vaccina- 
tion, transporting patients to Ward's and Black- 
weli’s islands, fresn water sold to steam tugs, per- 
quisites, etc. The Commissioners Compate the net 
revenues of the Heaith-Officer for last year, over 
and above all expenses, at $61,517. They will be 
much larger this year, inasmuch as there has been 
an immense amount of fumigation of steamers, 
owing to the prevalence of yellow fever. It is 
thought that the revenues this year will approxi 
mate 10 $85,000. leu thousand dollars a year 
would de a large compensation for tue duties he 
perfortas. 

The Milwaukee Lenin Wisconsin announces 
that the tlon. ilonacge RUBLES has been en 
gaged to contribute regularly to its editorial 
page. Mr. Rus_Les is at present Chairman of 
the Republican State Central Committee, and is 
a gentieman of fine literary ability aud a writer 
of unusual grace and power.

A SHAM BATTLE 
WHICH TURNED OUT RATUER SERIOUS. 

The Lehr and Wehr Verein, that red-flagged and 
supposed bloodthirsty body of men who caused so 
much anxious speculation last July at the time of 
the expected general uprising of the wage-work- 
ers, have been in the habit of late of mass- 
ing their forces every Sunday and going 
out of town a short distance for 
tne combined purposes of drill and picnic sports. 
They had such a drill yesterday at Colehour Grove, 
and if all reports thereof are true they had quite 
a lively, and serious time. Of the 6. 000 armed 
men who were at one time supposed to have 


sworn allegiance to the L. und W. Verein, there 
were perhaps 100 present—decidedly a major- 
ity of the force. They indulged 
in their wonted drilling exercises, 
the grand finale of which was a sham battle. The 
force was divided into two parts playfully hostile 
to each other, and the factions were stationed apart 
faciog each other. „It was expected that, when the 
firing was ordered, he men would shoot blank car- 
tridges and then ru if taey saw fit. But imagine 
tee surprise of All when, in response two 
the would-be harmless discharge of blank 
cartridges, several men fell, pierced with real, 
uig. solid, lead builets. It was thought that some 
one had *‘putupa job on the play-soidiers— 
possibiy the work of a zealous rival organization— 
until it was noticed that many of the now thor- 
oughly scared sham-bvattiers were without the Dall 
cartridges which they commonly carry for the pur- 
pose of practice in loading and unloading. 
Then it was seen at a glance that the too- proficient 
soldiery had, in their faithful observance of drill 
nabits, loaded their pieces with their sample cart- 
ridges, and the consequence was that, when the 
guns were pointed directly at the persons of the 
Opposing force, and discharged, there were several 
persons hit. One of the unfortunates was Rein- 
hardt Lorenz, living at No. 513 West North avenue. 
He was shot in the left side. The bali struck a rib 
and glanced off, causing a wound severe t not 
necessarily fatal. He was taken to nis nom and 
there attended by Dr. Busch. Lorenz isa m 28 
years of age, and is married. The reports above 
spoken of are to the effect that several other ber- 
sons were wounded in the same fracas, but up to a 
late hour last night nothing definite could be 
learned of the casualties.

COUNTY RELIEF. 
THE COUNTY AGENT’S ANNUAL REPORT. 

County-Agent McGrath will submit, this after- 
noon, to the County Board, his annual report, end- 
ing Aug. 31, 1878. It is well systematized, em- 
bracing a concise account of the work done in the 
various departments, and a brief but comprehen- 
sive statement as to prospective reforms in county 
affairs. Following is a synopsis of the document: 

Families on the books at the close of the fiscal 
year ending Nov. 30, 1877, numbered 1,453. Fam- 
ilies numbering 12,444 had applied for relief; not 
needy families numbered 2,373; doubtful, 1,025; 
reported but not found, 524. This department is 
the most interesting in the experience of the Coun- 
ty Agent. 

The report conclud follows: In presenting 
to your honorable body the foregoing statement of 
transactions of this office for the year ending Aug. 
31, 1878, I beg leave to state that the most satis- 
factory results have been attained, so far as the 
utility of a relief office is concerned. On assum- 
ing control of this office, my first object was to as- 
certain and correct the evils that beset an institu- 
tion of this kind; the fact beiug well founded to all 
acquainted with such institutions that impositions 
in various forms are daily attempted to be prac- 
ticed. While it has been my desire that no real 
wortuy person be denied charity, it has also been 
my aim that all unworthy and fraudulent cases 
would be so guarded as to place them outside of 
cousideration so far as the charity of Cook County 
is concerned. In this my endeavor has 
been directed to shape the records of the office in 
such a manner that will be adequate to regulate its 
safety and weil being in future. To accomplish 
this important matter necessitated an increase of 
help. such as visitors and clerks, a little in excess 
of previous years, but producing a saving to the 
county. In the management and control of relief, 
I have been ably supported by your Committee on 
Public Charities. Each member of the Committee 
has shown a true spirit of economy, at the same 
time a comprehensive idea of the necessities of a 
large metropolis. In view of the rapid growth of 

auperism, it becames a study that may well chal- 
— the consideration of our great philanturopists. 
The state of aflairs existing among a large Class of 
our fellow-beings demands the attention of our 
legislative bodies and the co-operation of a well- 
thinking community. Many of the applicants for 
relief califorth our hearty commiseration, and a 
jping hand can be freely extended to them, while 
other class meets us entirely void of all human 
as to manhood, and would be a 
charge upon the public without a particle of self- 
dependence manifested. This class sammons our 
best energies, their devices to obtain aid being at 
times very ingenious. I beg leave call the at- 

ntion of your Honorable Body to ohne very im- 

rtant measure that gould be adopted, and would, 
if put into operation, greatly mitigate the evil of 
pauperism: that is, to establish labor-depots in 
different parte of the County: on the County- 
Farm a work house where various articles migut be 
turned out by such labor as would make the place, 
if not self-supporting, very neariy so. A branch 
might also be establishea at Lemont, where the 
quarries could easily spare any amount of stone, of 
no material use to the owners, that could be made 
into spauls and shipped to various points in the 
county at no great expense, railroad communica. 
tion being easy of access. All of thie under a 
working system to be established in the county. 
And it would result to the tax-payer and pauper 
alike beneficially.”

THE GENTEEL SMUGGLE. 


And the Unpleasant Results Attending Its 
Discovery. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

BartrmoreE, Md., Sept. 29.—A peculiar and 
ingenious concealment of dutiable goods was 
brought to light at this port yesterday. On the 
German steamer Hanover, which arrived Friday 
from Bremen, were Leopold Adler and wife, of 
Illinois, who were in the cabin, and Freaericka 
Ziegler, of Germany, their domestic, among 
the steerage passengers. When the Customs 
inspectors examined Fredericka Ziegier’sjrunk, 
they found, among other articles, a petticoat. 
It was rather heavy, but the officers were about 
to pass it by when one of them ob- 
served that the basting was rather 
loose, and not close enough for such 
an apparently heavy article of underwear. 
Officer Richardson ripped the petticoat, when a 
large quantity of fine lace and silk emerged 
from its hiding-place, and, diving deeper, they 
found that the lace and silk had been artistical- 
ly placed in the petticoat in such a manner as 
almost to defy, detection. The goods found 
were valued at™about $200. The disclosure 
created some excitement among the passengers, 
and the girl, in whose trunk the article was 
found, was bewildered. Mr. Adler, however, 
came to her rescue some time afterwards, and 
stated that his wife bad placed the petticoat 
and its contents in the girl’s trunk 
on top of her clothing, where it was tound. Mr. 
Agler called on Collector Thomas, and stated 
that it was not his intention to violate the law, 
and, if he did so, it was in ignorance. Collector 
Thomas informed him that be had no option 
but to contiscate the property, and that be could 
not return the goods except by order of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. It is understood that 
an application to the latter officer has been made 
for the return of the property.

One Aboriginal Carcass Secured as a Com- 


The troops recently sent in pursuit of the 
Cheyenne Indians who escaped from the Fort 
Rezo reservation, in the Indian Territory, have 
had an engagement with them, and, although 
they whipped the savages and routed them, 
lost a brave and gallant officer, Lieut.-Col. 
William H. Lewis, of the Nineteenth Infantry. 

The scene of the engagement was near the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad, about thirty miles 
south of Monument Station, on the southern 
border of Kansas, or in the Indian Territory. 

The following dispatches were recajved by 
Gen. Sheridan last evening: 

. POPE TO SHERIDAN. 

Omaha, Sept. 29.—7o Lieut.-Gen. P. H. Sheri- 
dan: The following has just been received from 
Fort Wallace. JOHN POPE, 

Brevet Major-General. 
ACCOUNT OF THE right. 

Camp CHaLk Creek, Sept. 28, Jia Fort WAL- 
LACE, Sept. 29.—We found the Pndians waiting 
for us about 5 p. m. in the canghs of the Fam 
ished Woman's Fork. Lieut. Tol., W. H. Lewis, 
Nineteenth Infantry, and/three men were 
wounded. We got one dedd Indian, seventeen 
dead saddle ponies, and Sixty-two head of stock. 
We were prevented by darkness from following 
up our success. I followed the trail this morp- 
ing to this point, from which 1 detach Lieut. 
Gardner and Surgeon Davis with twenty-five 
cavalrymen to escort Lewis and two wounded 
men to Wallace. The Indians, I think, will cross 
the railroad about Sheridan Station. I will be 
on the line of the railroad on their trail 
some time to-morrow, unless they again 
lay in wait for us. The whole outfit 
is together.! think, and will probably cross the 
railroad to-nicht.. If you desire me to follow 
beyond the railroad, J wish you would send me 
two light wagons with 8,000 pounds of corn 
and 800 rations. Please send, if possible, Dr. 
Davis or a sub to me with the detail that 
takes Col. Lewis to Wallace. I pull out on the 
trail immediately. CLARENCE MAUCK, 

Captain Fourth Cavalry, Commanding

I now know where the 
Indians are, and can begin to operate intelli- 
gently. Prospects are good for capturing the 
Indians. Col. Dodge’s command must be in 
close proximity to them. He will move at day- 
light torthem. Dallis' command is thirty-five 
miles south of this place, but has been ordered 
back. JEFF C. Davis, Commanding. 

LIEUT.-COL. WILLIAM U. LEWIS 
was a graduate of West Point in the class of 
1849, a native of Alabama, and about 50 years of 
age. He was unmarried. During the Rebeilion 
he served in the Federal army on the plains. 
He was a brave and skillful officer, and bore the 
reputation of being one of the best in the sery- 
ice. His loss is greativ regretted at headquar- 
tersin this city, and will be mourned by a large 
circle of friends in and out of the army. 

Other information concerning the pursuit of 
the Indians by Capt. Mauck will be awaited 
with interest, and will soon be received. 

FROM FORT LLACE. 

DenveER, Col., Sept. 29.—A special dispatch 
from Fort 8 200 miles east of here, gives 
the following/details of the recent ncht with 
the Indians? 

Col. C. Gardiner, with a detachment of twenty- 
five cavalry, arrived here at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing, bringing the remains of Col. W. H. Lewis,of 
the Nineteeuth Infantry, who was killed in an 
engagement with the Cheyenne Indians, sixtv 
miles southeast of here, Friday evening. His 
command ran upon the Indians about 5 o’clock 
Friday evening, and, after a two 
hours’ fight, routed them, capturing one dead 
Indian, seventeen saddle-ponies, and about 
sixty head of stock. Our loss was Col. Lewis, 
killed, and two privates wounded. The Indian 
loss is unknown, as they carried their dead and 
wounded off. The Indians crussed the railroad 
track near Carlyle early this morning, going 
north. Gen. Jeff C. Davis, with a gtroug force, 
leaves here early to-morrow mor pursuit, 
This is the fifth time these Indians have been 
engaged by the troops since they left the Agency 
near Fort Reno, two weeks ago. 

DEPREDATIONS ON THE SOUTHWESTERN FRONT- 
IER, 
Dispatch to St. Louis Globe - Democrat. 

ToPEKA, Kas., Sept. 27.—A trustworthy semi- 
official report of the facts concerning the recent 
Indian depredations on the Southwestern front- 
ier was received here this cvening through mili- 
tarv channels. The first demonstration by the 
Indians was made, it seems, an the 15th inst. 
hen they raided Henry Keller’s camp, about 
fifty miles southeast of Dodge City, killing a 
herder named Warren and running off forty-five 
head of stock. The next dav, the 16th, they 
surrounded Driscoll’s camp, drove away the 
herders, and captured fifty horses., As 
soon as the news reached Fort Dodge 
a company of the Fourth Cavalry, with 
Driscoll’s herders aud attaches, started 
in pursuit of the ludiaus, and caught up with 
them at Bluff Creek, twenty-six miles south of 
Dodge City, where a sharp skirmish ensued, re- 
sulting in the Indians getting away, with the 
loss of one killed, while one soldier was wounded. 
The troops then returned to Dodge, where tliey 
got reinforcements, and started out again. 
Overtaking the Indians on Saturday evening, on 
Sand Creck, fifty miles south of Cimaron, a se- 
vere engagement took place, lasting till night, 
when the Indians stole away. Next morning 
they were pursued and caught again, and fought 
until five o’clock in the evening, whep the caval- 
ry charged through them and Aroye them in 
confusion from the field. Four Indians were 
killed, and the troops escaped without any loss. 
The Indians were about 200 strong, well armed 
and mounted, and commanded by Cutting 
Knife, who is said to have managed” his force 
with surprising skill. This same band 
raided Mead City, where they confis: 
cated everything, and destroyed mail 
matter, but offered no violence to the men until 
a freighter named Washington Connor came up 
with a load of provisions, when they shot him 
in sight of the others, and took his horses and 
harness. A company of the Fourth Cavalry. 
from Fort Reno, had a severe fight with abother 
band on Sunday on Salt Plains, fifty-six miles

RAILROADS. 


THE ENGLISH RAILWAYS. 

The report of the British Board of Trade, 
recently issued, gives exhaustive and very in- 
structive statistics touching the railway interest 
of the United Kingdom during the year ending 
with December last. They show that the roads 
are in a healthy condition, though their profits 
were not so great as in the year just previous. 

The total mileage for the United Kingdom in 
1877 was 17,077 miles—12,098 miles in Engiand, 
2,776 in Scotland, and 2,203 in Ireland. The 
total increase of 1877 over 1876 was 205 miles, 
which is about the rate during the two preceding 
vears. The total nominal capital at the end of 
December, calculating the pound at five dollars, 
was $3,370,205,240, against $3,291,073,850 
for 1876, giving an increase of $79,221,360; 
which is a smaller rate of increase than that of 
the previous year. But the capital per mile of 
railway open shows an increase both large and 
steady. In 1871 it was $179,715, aud went on 
augmenting each year until 1876, when it 
amounted to $195,060, and in 1877 to $197,360. 
A covsiderable part of the increase may be 
traced tu the necessity of laying down new sid- 
jugs and other line accommodations to meet the 
constantly growing traffic. 

The increase of capital was chiefly in guaran- 
teed and preferred stock, as distinguished from 
ordinary stock, and in loans and debentures,— 
that is, in fixed and floating debt. The 
amount of capital derived from guaranteed 
and preferred stock reached the high figures of 
81.185.240, 705. or about a third of the whole 
sum, and the total of the loans and debenture 
stock was $359,848, 310. The railway receipts 
or earnings for 1877, excluding miscellaneous 
receipts, amounted to $303,220,285, an increase 
over 1876 of between three and four millions of 
dollars, and the working expenditure was $164,- 
100,475, an increase of about a million and three- 
quarters. Thus the net earnings amounted in 
1877 to $139,119,810, or about $1,800,000 more 
than in 1876. 

Bat railway investments in the aggregate Were 
less profitable in 1877 than in 1876 since whi 
the net earvings increased 1.4, the capital swell- 
ed by 2.4. The consequence was that the per- 
centage of earnings to the total share and loan 
eapital was 4.32 in 1877, against 4.36 in 1876. 
But if we compare last year with 1872 and 
1873, two years of great prosperity, the de- 
cline is still more important. The total inter- 
est and dividend for 177 was 8140, 277,075. and 
of this $36,509,600 was paid to loans and deben- 
ture stock, $53,024,505 as interest, etc., on guar- 
autecd and preferential capital, and $59,742,970 
on the ordinary capital, or 4.51 per cent, against 
4.52 percent in 1876. The average payment 
in thus about 444 per cent; but the greater part 
of the capital receives a dividend raugiug from 
3 to 4 per cent asa mans rising to 6 and 


7 per cent a8 a maximum. se figures indi- 
cate that at present railway investments, as a 
whole, are more profitable in Eugland than in 
the United States. 

Such are the results in a year in which the 
increase of traffic was at a lower rate thau at 
any time since 1558, the average rate having 
been in that period 4.65, while last year it was 
only 1.21 per cent; and as they occur when the 
rate of working expenses is at a high level 
compared with the whole period prior to 1872, 
they are justly accepted in England as showing 
a very favorable condition of the railway busi- 
ness on the average. 

The increase of receipts for 1877 was divided 
in nearly equal proportions between the pas- 
senger fares and the freights. It is interesting 
to observe that while the number of first-class 
passengers decreased in 1877, and that of the 
second-class was stationary, the number of 
third-class passengers iucreased about 3 
per cent over 1876. The growth in the number 
of the cheapest class of fares, which has been 
going on for several years, is thus out ol all 
provortion to that of the others, and it is likely 
to continue at the same rate. It is curious, how- 
ever, that in Scotland, contrary to the experi- 
ence in England and Ireland, there was an in- 
crease of receipts from first-class passengers. 
The earnings from the carriage of freights 
were somewhat in advance of 1577, the mineral 
traffic increasing more rapidly than the general 
merchandise traffic, taking au average from 1872 
to L877 melustve. ’ 

When business revives, in spite of the greater 
cost of running them, as compared with seven 
or eight years ago, the English railways, as a 
whole, are likely to satisfy their shareholders in 
the way of dividends.

ITEMS, 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
is said to have constructed lately some cattle- 
cars which are claimed to be much larger than 
those used by other roads. As cattle are taken 
by the car-load, this would give the Burlington 
an advantage in rates. There is considerable 
ill-feeling evinced on account of this among 
the managers of other roads, who say they will 
adopt measures which will give their patrons 


the same mag nt ee as those who ship on 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. 


The yellow fever has had the effect to divert 
travel and traffic from its legitimate chanaels, 
which Chicago, Cincinnati, and Louisville are 
sadly experiencing. Col. W. R. Arthur, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Iron Mountain Railroad, in- 
forms lus TRIBUNE that one day last week 
300,000 pounds of merchandise went South over 
his road. Arkansas, Texas, and Indian Ter- 
ritory merchants are shut out from Memphis, 
Vicksburg, and New Orleans,—<cities that sel- 
dom deal with St. Louis,—and are compelled to 
go to the latter place. 


Car-loads seem to be growing larger and 
larger. A few years ago 20.000 pounds was 
usually the maximum allowed. Now most 
roads give ear-load rates for that amount but 
many permit 26,000 pounds to be — into a car 
at the same rate. id competing for freight 
it is said that often a shipper is charged 20,000 
pounds for a car-load, and then permitted to 
put pretty much all that be can into the car, not 
stopping at 26,000 pounds, but going up to 
28,000 and even to 30,000. This has been much 
complained of iu lumber transportation. One 
would suppose that the railroad companies 
should know the safe maximum of a load on 
their cars, and strictly forbid anything more.

The Great Walking Match Started in New 
York City—Arrival of Celebrated Crick.

O'Leary 
bas aroom for himself and another for his at- 
tendants provided with cooking utensils. 
Hugtes bas a tent, and has brought hig family 
in from Newark, Nis wife cooking his meals. 
‘The contest is under the charge of the Athletic 
Club of this city. Any disputes that may arise 
are to be referred to the Amateur Athletic Club 
of London. The stakes are held by Sir John 
Astley, to whom Hughes sent $500 when he 
made the challenge, O' Leary having made his 
deposit before getting the belt. 

At 12:55 the start was made, Hughes run- 
ning, and O'Leary taking a steady stride.

THE ‘AFGHAN BULLDOZE. 
ENGLAND LIKELY TO HAVE A JOB WORTH L- 
TING OUT. 

Lonpon, Sept. 29.—The telegraphic dispatches 
from India leave but tittle room for the hope 
that the Afghan difficulty will be arranged 
peaceably. The Government is hastening on 
military preparations. Troops are being col- 
lected from all, sides and sent to 
various points on the Northwest frontier 
of India. A correspondent at Calcutta tele- 
graphs as follows: The Government will 
make Tahore their headquarters for the winter, 
and will not return to Calcutta. The Foreign 
Office has received orders to form the camp at 
Tabore.

NO HOPE OF PEACB. 

The Government are anxious to avoid acting 
harshly. The Ameer has still the choice of 
subinission open to him. In any event I doubt 
whether an attempt to invade Afghanistan on a 
large scale will be made until spring. Accurate 
information regarding the Ameer’s strength is 
wanting, but it is known he has a well- 
equipped standing army, after the Eu- 
ropean model, besides irregular levies. 
The most difficult question to be encountered is 
the hostile attitude of the border tribes. The 
faintest mistake in tact or error in judgment 
might excite a blaze of wartare along the whole 
frontier of 800 miles. It is estimated that thesg 
tribes can easily turn out 100,000 fighting men. 

THE EAST. 
A LITTLE COSTLY. 

Vrenna, Sept. 29.—Gen. Philippovich, re- 
plying to an inquiry from the War Department, 
states that three divisions can be recailed from 
Bosnia by the end of October. The reserve 
force of the corps of observation will dso be 
furloughed, and a number of horses sent home. 
A dispatch from Belgrade says the Albanians 
are concentrating on the Mitrovitza & Salonica 
Railway, and are moving slowly, but apparently 
with a definite purpose, toward the Bosnian 
frontier. 

. GEN. JOVANOVICH 
telegraphs that, on Saturday, after five days’ 
violent bombardment, Klobuk, the last refuge 
of the Herzegovian insurgents, surrendered, 
having made a brave defeuse. The destruction 
of the fortified rock was immediately com- 
menced. The Austrian loss was trifilug. 
HUNGARY MAKING TROUBLE. 

Prestu, Sept. 29.—The Hungarian Radicals 
held a mass-meeting here to-day to protest 
against the occupation of Bosnia. Deputies 
Helfy and Simonye, the leaders of the move- 
ment, and many other members of the Hun- 
garian Diet, were present at the meeting, which 
was largely attended. Resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted declaring that the occu- 
pation of Bosnia by Austria is fatal 
to the Hungarian nation, protest- 
ing agaifst the sacrifice of the blood 
and money of the Hungarians against their 
wish, 4nd demanding the withdrawal of the 
army from Bosnia. The resolutions will be 
forwarded to the Ministers, and Parliament will 
be asked to pass a vote of want of confidence 
in the Cabinet. 

THE MURDER OF MEHEMET ALI. 

Viswwna, Sept. 13.—Further details to hand 
concerning the massacre of Mehemet Ali leave 
no doubt on this point, that the baleful deed 
was long premeditated and arranged between 
the Insurgent Committees of Prisrend and 
Jakova, and itis more than probable that the 
murdered Field-Marshal was craitily allured to 
Gusinje and Jakova to the end that the crime 
might be perpetrated with all the less attend- 
ant stir. It is even more than likely that Me- 
hemet Ali’s military escort was, indirectly at 
least, privy to the plot, or, at least, lent them- 
themselves as willing instruments to the pro- 
jectors of the murder. Later particulars show 
that on arriving at Jakoka on the 3d 
of September, tbe Porte’s Commissioner was 
surrounded by from 4,000 to 5,000 insurgents 
from Ipek; while the three battalions of 
Albanian Redifs acting as his body-guard mu- 
tinied and allowed themselves to be disarmed. 
Two Catholic companies, merely numbering 
about 200 men, along with a few gendarmes, re- 
mained true tothe Musbir. After a fierce eu- 
counter between the rebels and this little band 
of devoted followers, the house into which the 
illustrious victim had retired was fired with 
petroleum, and Abdullah Pasha killed. Me- 
hemet Ali theu took refuge in a strong tower 
belonging to the same building; but this. too, 
was set on fire about 6 in the evening, and the 
doomed man, rushing forth and exclaiming, 
Here I am for you!“ was ruthlessly cut down 
with the rest of his attendants.

ITALY. 
BELLICOSE LETTER FROM GARIBALDIL 

Rome, Sept. 11.—The Popolo of Genoa prints 
the following bellicose letter written by Gen. 
Garibaldi in reply to a patriotic address sent 
him by the Genoese youths: 

CAPRERA, Sept. 6.— To the Citizens of the Su- 
perb—-My Dzan FRIENDS: Your generous and 
patriotic voice carries me half a century back, 
when with the courageous sous of Liguria we 
made the Italian name beautiful under the Re- 
publican flag of the New World. To-day you 
invoke my name, and from my bed I reply with 
emotion. Apostle of peace, I am obliged to 
say with Louis Blanc that it will only be pos- 
sible when the peoples have po master. 
War therefore; and 1 would that every 
Italian should look upon it as a piece of good 
fortune against Austria which treats of washing 
out fifteen centuries of outrages and assassina- 
tions. No swaggering, however, but deeds such 
as we have already performed together. To- 
day it is necessary to convince the Government 
and the nation that while France has 3,200,000 
soldiers, Italy may at least have 2,000, No 
more volunteers, but they must serve their 
country (casa propria) who will and who wil! 
not. It Austria makes our brothers march 
against the Bosnians, who owe us nothing, why 
shall we not do the same against those who do 
not desire the country to be free and honored? 
Our war must not be made, as in the t, with 
white gloves, but with the knife; not long 
ago we had the example of the Montenegrins, 
who destroyed the armies of one of the greatest 
Empires of the world. In other circumstances, 
I have already experienced the detestable exist- 
ence of the priest in Italy, corrupter of our 
youth, particularly in the countr t spy 
and partisan of our enemies, ever ready to 
betray us. Oh, we have seen them with bended 
neck and crucifixes in their hands preceding the 
Austrian soldiery who were bringing us destruc- 
tion, conflagrations, and contamination. I am 
verily proud at bearing of thé progress you have 
made in arms: and there only remains for me 
to thank you for your kind invitation to visit 
your beloved Genoa. Per la vita
